jured late yesterday when W right’s 
aeroplane crashed to the earth during 
a flight at Fort Myer. The accid en t1! 
happened late in the afternoon and 
Selfridge lived until 8:30 o ’clock last) 
evening when he* died a t Fort Myer , 
hospital. 
His skull was fractured. 
His Program for Today 
Today W right was to have made 
an official test of speed. For the first 
time he would have forsaken the cir­ 
cular course, and sailed the craft 
over 
Virginia 
hills, 
five 
miles 
straight and return, in an effort to 
meet the requirem ents fo r 40 miles 
an hour. That Lieut. Selfridge died 
at the post hospital is formally rec­ 
ognized in the official report of his 
superior officer received at the ad­ 
jutant general’s office. It states, “ the 
cause of Lieut. Selfridge’s death was 
fracture of the skull due to falling 
from an aeroplane with Mr. Orville 
W right, while on duty in aeronauti­ 
cal work at Fort Myer." 
No arrangem ents have yet been 
made for the funeral, but members 
of the family have been officially no­ 
tified. 
By direction of Maj. Squire, 
acting ehiff signal officer, an inves­ 
tigation was begun early today to 
determine the precise cause of th* 
catastrophe. 
The spot where Self- 
ridge fell has been marked by the ae­ 
ronautical board

Wright May Recover 
Wright lies in the hospital today. He 
will recover unless there are serious 
interna! injuries not developed. The 
aeroplane is a total wreck, nothing 
rerr>ain;ng intact save the planes th at 
ga € it buoyancy. 
W right is resting easy this m orn­ 
ing though weak from his injuries 
and th#* shock. 
He is suffering from 
slight concussion of the brain, a brok­ 
en thigh, three fractured ribs and 
also is weak from loss of blood, and 
instructions have been given that no 
one is to see him.

tural flaw rather than anv fault in
